The Paris II is probably the most 
famous of all the corsairs, as she 
has the record of the longest fight 
made by any vessel in the Mediter- 
ranean during the war.

“The commander of the force = 
Pilained to me why it is that e 
submarine fears the trawler. First 
of all, the trawler is a small unit 
of little importance, which is really 
not worth the wasting of a torpedo; 
again, it is almost impossible: to 
torpedo her. She is without a deep 
keel and is of very light draft, so 
that it is almost impossible for a 
submarine to strike with a torpedo. 
The trawler, therefore, armed to the 
teeth herself, makes light of the 
risk of being torpedoed. 

“Nor can the submarine success- 
fully reduce the trawler with its 
guns. At fbi game the submarine 
has too mutch to risk. The heaviest 
guns that the submarine carry are 
of 100-millimeter caliber, and 
against these the trawler can bring 
into action the fire of its 47 and 75- 
millimeters, and the large trawlers 
even of 100-millimeter guns.

[Correspondence of New York 
Journal of Commerce: J The estab- 
lishment of a railway communica-

Germany's wants. There is no doubt 
that these supplies will go a long 
way to remedy the shortage existing 
in Germany in regard to many ma- 
teriale needed for industry and war 
uses. But the need for these sup- 
plies was less urgent eighteen 
months after the outbreak of the 
war than it seemed to be right at 
the start. For in the meantime Ger- 
man resourcefulmess discovered a 
good many things which will prove 
useful even when the war is over. 
Germany has learned how to do 
without many things of foreign 
produce that were deemed indis- 
pensable, and has found ways and 
means of replacing them by other 
materials which are products of the 
German soil and industry. : 

There has been a great deal of 
talk that Germany is running short 
of copper. Germany was indeed a 
large user of copper, mainly for 
dynamos, motors, cables and wires. 
In the three months, January- 
March, 1914, 42,000 tons of copper 
were imported into Germany. There 
cannot be the slightest: doubt that 
the melting of copper articles, such 
as roofs and kitchen utensils, would 
supply the government with suffi- 
cient quantities to carry on the pro- 
duction of war materials for many 
years to come. The question is how 
industry is faring without the accus- 
tomed supply. Germany industry had 
recou to different substitutes, 
zinc, aluminum, iron and steel. For 
cables and other isolated conductors 
Germany is now chiefly us zinc, 
the properties of which had already 
been tested in peace time. As a con- 
ducting medium for electricity the 
proportionate value of copper and 
zinc is 3,7:1. There are vast deposits 
of zinc in Germany, and, moreover. 
the big zinc-smelting factories a 
Belgium are in German hands. It is 
asserted that zinc will to a large ex- 
tent take the place of copper even 
after the war is over. Alloys of zinc 
ly good 
are compact, hard, 
ductible and malleable. 

Another good conductor of elec- 
tricity is aluminum. Its capacity 
proportion to copper is 1:1,17. a lit- 
tle leas than the real metal. A great 
advantage of aluminum is its light- 
ness compared to Gopper. Consequent- 
ly, isolators, poles, etc., need not 
be so heavy as for bearing copper 
wires. The same qualities attend 
aluminum alloys, chiefly the so- 
called “dur-aluminum.” It is almost 
as light as pure aluminum, at the 
same time compact and hard as iron. 
It shows very little susceptibility to 
the influence of acids or corrosive 
Vapors, and can easily be fashioned 
into any form desired. Aluminum 
will in future probably be used for 
many purposes that have hitherto 
required copper. Aluminum is not 
found in the form of ore, but is 
contained in clay and. loam, from 
is extracted by means of 
electricity. Switzerland is the largest 
producer of in Europe, 
and the German production is stead- 
ily increasing. 

I mentioned also iron and steel as 
substitutes for copper. Though iron 
is not a good conductor of electric- 
ity, it can be used for innumerable 
things which have hitherto been 
made of copper or bronze. As to 
iron ore, Germany has not only her 
own resources and the mines of Bel- 
um and Northern France at he 
I. but also the inexhaustibk 
supply of Sweden. 

Household articles which have 
hitherto been made of copper, 
nickel or aluminum are now made 
of iron, possibly slightly coated with 
one of these metais, whereas many 
kitchen utensils are, as in grand- 
mother’s time, made of glass, china 
or earthenware. The German and 
Austrian china industry has thereby 
received a powerful impulse. 

England being the prineipal pro- 
ducer of tin, Germany was of course 
cut off from the supply of this 
metal. Lead was at once gubstituted 
for English tin, and the results have 
been very satisfactory. Germany's 
lead mines in Silesia, the Hartz 
“Mountains and the Erzgebirge have 
proved sufficient for her industrial 


needs. 

Nickel is another metal the suppix 
of which has been cut off. As far 
as it ie required for war material 
Germany has a sufficient stock in 


money. For all other purposes tne 
game substitutes as for copper can 
be used. Small coin, for instance is, 
at present, being made of iron that 
has been rendered non-rusting by a 


process. 

But German science. and industry 
had not only to find substi for 
different metals, but also for many 
other products. The most important 
of them was rubber. In 1913 Ger- 
many imported 20,000 tons of rub- 
ber and in 1914 still imported 14,000 
tons, until rubber was declared con- 
traband of war by England, in Sep- 
tember, 1914. Though a great stock 
of rubber was seized in Antwerp. 
Germany saw herself confronted 
with a serious problem. For many 
purposes it was possible to use cel- 
luloid instead of rubber, but for 
auto tires, Ste., that substitute was 
impracticable. For a long time, how- 
lever, experiments had been going on 
to find a substitute for the costly 
imported material. From the very 
beginning of the war Germgn indus- 
try had recourse to so-called regen- 
erated rubber, a product remanu- 
factured from old rubber goods. 
Another way of saving the scarce 
material was to mix wood or paper 
pulp with rubber that served for 
tires of motor trucks or other heavy 
vehicles. Lately, however, an im- 
proved method of making artificial 
rubber was successfully put into op- 
eration and tires of “synthetic” rub- 
ber ate now actually being made by 
several large factories, of which I 
mention the Mitteldeutsche Cummi- 
warenfabrik Louis Peters, A. G., in 
Frankfort. This new invention is ex- 
pected to make Germany independ- 
ent of the natural product forever

from turpentine, which is a product 
of the pine trees. | 

As a last instance of German re- 
sourcefulness, I would like to men- 
tion how the shortage of linseed oil! 
has been met. Linseed oil is largely 
used for printing, lubricating and 
making of varnishes, lacquer, etc. 
Germany's dependence upon Russia 
for this oil was almost absolute. 
Nowadays olls derived from coal tar 
and petroleum are being successfully 
substituted for the missing article, 
and experts assert that it would be 
easy to extract 60,000 to 80,000 tons 
of lubricating oil out of Germany's 


It would be easy to lengthen this 
description by enlarging upon a 
series of other goods for which sub- 
stitutes have been found. I need 
but mention the way in which the 
shortage of leather has been re- 
duced, or how nitrogen for the 
manufacture of saltpeter is being 
extracted from the air by means of 
the electric spark. But these things 
are not unknown to the American 
public, and 1 therefore refrain from 
dwelling upon them. : 
When peace is restored 
Germany will have become inde- 
pendent of quite a number of raw 
materials which formerly. had to be 
imported, and her trade balance will 
thus be favorably influenced. 


STRANGE STORY OF BROTHERS. 


Two Derelicts Drift into Same City 
and Die Almost Side by Side, 
[Philadelphia. Public, Ledger:] 
Less’ than two hours apart, two 
brothers, who had drifted into 
Philadelphia after a romantic ca- 
reey, carrying them into many 4if- 
ferent climes, died in the Philadel- 
phia General Hospital, each without 
knowing that the other was in the‘ 
same city, in the same instijution 
and lying only a few beds apart. 
Not until the two men were closc 
to death did the hospital physicians 
discover that the two were brothers, 
and then each was so near death 
that the physicians were afraid to 
break the news for fear it might 
hasten death. 

The strange tale ,was unraveled 
completely as the o bodies were 
ranged in the hospital morgue ready 
for burial. The two brothers—at 
least the Blockley physicians have 
no reason to doubt that they were 
brothere—were Theosopholus Gen- 
tle, 28 years, and John Gentle, 26 
years. That they were “derelicts” 
who had traveled much was “the 
story told by the men when they 
entered the hospital. The mystery 
now to the physicians is how they 
happened to drift into Philadelphia 
at the same time, and how they got 
to the same hospital. In each case 
death was due to pneumonia. 
One week ago Sunday, Theosopho- 
lus applied at the hospital. He 
Was weak and emaciated and could 
give no tangible account of his 
travels. He was admitted and slated 
as a pneumonia patient. In con- 
formation with the hospital custom 
the man was asked whom the au- 
thorities should notify in case of 
death. The patient said his parents 
were dead and that his only living 
relative was a brother, whom he had 
last heard of In British Honduras. 
The brother's name was taken with- 
out a definite address. 

Twelve hours later another man 
appeared at the hospital and asked 
for medical aid. He, too, was in 
with pneumonia. This was at night, 
and the clerk who took the memo- 
randa in his case Was not the man 
who had listed the previous case. 
This patient gave his name as John 
Gentle, 26 years old, and, when 
asked the customary questions, said 
his only near relative was a brother 
—Theosopholus—whom he thought 
was somewhere in British Honduras.

OW that crosg-stitch is so much 

in favor, many useful articles 
may be worked in such de- 
wigns. A particularily pretty effect 
is gained by working on baby’s pil- 
low and crib cover a cross-stitch 
pattern in blue. The pillow has a 
large lamb in the center, with a con- 
ventional border. The cover is 
square, with another large lamb in 
the center and other lambs and 
jumping bunnies around the edge. 
Cross-stitch is used again for a 
large tablecover. The center square 
has a circular design, which would 
form the centerpiece, made up of bril- 
liant pink roses, green leaves and 
blue garlands.
